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The Land Lies Bright Ahead 


Equality Written into Covenant on Human Rights and 
Two Equality Treaties Launched in United Nations 
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“Blow, trumpet, for the world is white with May! 
Blow trumpet, the long night has passed away,” 


ANG King Arthur’s knights at his crowning. This 

might well be the song on the lips of women in this 

year of 1950. On May 19 two great heights were scaled 
in the long upward climb to freedom. 


Equality in the Covenant 


The first was the incorporation in the Covenant on 
Human Rights of an article forbidding discrimination 
against a human being because of sex. The simple 
language of this draft bears the dream of womankind 
for full emancipation. Here are the words that bring 
women to the mountain top with the bright land of 
freedom ahead: 


“All are equal before the law: All shall be accorded 
equal protection of the law without discrimination 
on.any ground such as race, color, sex, language, re- 
ligion, political or other opinion, national or social 
origin, property, birth or other status.” 


This is no mere utterance. As a part of the inter- 
national Covenant on Human Rights, it will have all 
the effect and force of a most solemn treaty. So far- 
reaching is this action that its application cannot yet 
be fully evaluated. But women rejoice that the Human 
Rights Commission adopted this provision prohibiting 
discrimination against them in every country signing 
the Covenant. 


This article was first presented to the Human Rights 
Commission by the Indian member, Mme. Hansa 
Mehta. To her goes the credit for constant, unremit- 
ting efforts for its accepance. Charles Malik from 
Lebanon, the brilliant rapporteur of the Commission, 
put the idea into the words which were finally embodied 
in the Covenant. The Commission met from March 27 
until May 19 to complete its work of liberation. The 
winds of the world will carry this new trumpet call of 
freedom for women. 


Political Rights 


The second height attained in the month of May, 
1950, was the action of the Commission on the Status 
of Women in recommending to the United Nations a 
Convention on Equal Political Rights for Women. This 
Convention, when adopted by the General Assembly, 
will constitute a recognition of the political rights of 
women, world-wide in application—similar to the Po- 
litical Rights Convention adopted at Bogota in 1948 by 
the Conference of American Republics. A further step 
was taken when the Commission recommended to the 
United Nations a second Convention, that on Equal 
Nationality Rights for Women, similar in its import to 
the Convention on the Nationality of Women adopted 
by the Conference of American Republics at Monte- 


video in 1933. When those two Conventions were sent 
throughout this Hemisphere for ratification, and as 
nation by nation those ratifications were given, women 
throughout the world took heart. Fifteen years elapsed 
between the first of those milestones and the second. 
But in this May of 1950 on a single day, after but nine 
days of actual consultation, the two great Conventions 
were recommended to the assembly of the world, the 
United Nations. Is it any wonder that women feel the 
land lies bright ahead? 


At this meeting of the Commission on the Status of 
Women, working from May 8 to May 19, there was no 
longer mere enunciating “principles of equality” or de- 
bating absolute as against specific equality. The Com- 
mission determined to begin now on something definite. 
This time the specific action demanded was the extend- 
ing throughout the world of those rights already 
established for the Western Hemisphere by the Monte- 
video and the Bogota Equality Conventions. 


On the problem of equal political rights, there was 
drama around the horse-shoe shaped table. Mme. 
Marie Helene Lefaucheux, the representative of 
France, was in the chair. Beside her sat the distin- 
guished Chief of the Section on the Status of Women, 
Mrs. Lakshmi Menon, whose work for women in her 
native Indian is so well known. She was an invaluable 
aid to the Chairman in the difficult days of discussion. 
Representing the Secretary General was Mrs. Alva 
Myrdal of Sweden. Thirteen nations, in the persons of 
the women there, sat around that Conference table. 
Only two members were absent—the Russian, because 
she was not permitted by her Government to sit with 
the representative of Nationalist China, and the Hai- 
tian, because of local governmental difficulties. Mrs. 
aoe Remington Goldman repregented the United 

tates. 


The resolution recommending the Convention on 
Political Rights was presented by Senora Amalia C. de 
Castillo Ledon, of Mexico. She told of the benefits 
that partial enfranchisement of women had brought 
her country. She told of the two nations that had en- 
franchised their women since the signing of the Bogota 
Political Rights Convention in 1948. 


United States Opposition 


Mrs. Goldman opposed the proposal of a Convention 
on Political Rights and urged instead that the Secre- 
tary General be asked for further reports on this sub- 
ject. This was a critical moment, one to decide for 
action toward freedom or further delay. There fol- 
lowed a series of impassioned please for the Political 
Rights Convention from women of those nations where 
suffrage was denied them, and from women of coun- 
tries where women are already enfranchised.

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TEXT OF EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 


“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State on account of sex. 

*‘Congress and the several States shall have power, within their respectiv 
jurisdictions to enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 

“This amendment shall take effect one year after the date of ratification.”

The Harvest of Our Sowing 


This issue of “Equal Rights” carries the story of a triumphal 
day for women over the world. There is no group of women 
anywhere who can rejoice with greater reason than the World 
Woman’s Party.

A 
record to stir in every member of the National Woman’s Party, a 
justifiable pride. 


We can only seeres that our equal rights amendment is still 
bottled up in the House Judiciary Committee, held there by the 
refusal of Chairman Celler to allow it to be reported out. Con- 
gresswoman St. George has worked heroically. The Subcom- 
mittee Chairman, Congressman Byrne, has been most coopera- 
tive. The sowing must go on. The harvest will come. 


Do You Know... 


... THAT there is still a difficult job of education to 
be done among women in this country before they rec- 
ognize what “equal” really means? Too many still 
confuse “equal” treatment with “identical” treatment. 
You can help dispel this ignorance. The equal rights 
amendment deals with equality before the law. That 
means the recognition of women as human beings, per- 
sons in their own right. The suffrage amendment 
gained for women the recognition as persons in choos- 
ing the officials of the government. The nationality 
law gained for them the recognition of being persons 
in their nationality. Neither has wiped out natural 
distinctions between men and women, yet both refuse 
to trade on them for position or power. 


.. . THAT in California a woman’s husband can 
legally collect the salary his wife earns? It is not 
enough to say that husbands in that enlightened state 
would not try to do it. The law remains. It is the 
removal of inequities like this so that they may not 
be even potential dangers that is sought by the equal 
rights amendment. 


... THAT the National Woman’s Party alone is the 
organization devoted wholly to the purpose of bringing 
women into full citizenship in the United States, and 
to writing the guarantee of that citizenship into the 
Constitution? Other organizations have this idea as 
one of those in which they have interest. But this 
Party gives its entire and undivided time, energy and 
means to this great task. 


... THAT “Equal Rights,” the official magazine of 
the. National Woman’s Party, is the. only publication 
devoted to the dissemination of news about the equal 
rights amendment? 


... THAT “Equal Rights” reaches, in some cases by 
only token numbers, each of the forty-eight states, the 
District of Columbia, Hawaii and Alaska? The larg- 
est circulation is in New York, California second, and 
the District of Columbia third. But in some of the 
states and in the territory of Alaska the number of 
subscribers is very low. Here is a job for each state 
chairman, for each member in every state. Get “Equal 
Rights” into the hands of more and more people so 
that the story of the amendment may reach more and 
more citizens, and thereby the goal of equality be 
brought that much nearer to attainment. 


... THAT “Equal Rights” reaches twenty-seven for- 
eign countries? It is true that the number of sub- 
scriptions is not large, England leading with twenty- 
two, Switzerland being next with fifteen. 


... THAT copies of “Equal Rights” are in the mails 
to every continent on this globe, and to many of the 
islands of the seven seas? That/should be all the more 
reason to make it progressively a better paper. 


... THAT the goal of complete equality before the 
law and full citizenship for women has already been 
reached by many of the countries to which “Equal 
Rights” travels? You can help America regain its 
leadership in this field by spreading the gospel of 
equality, and you can do that by increasing the circula- 
tion of “Equal Rights.”

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News From the States 


FLORIDA—Resolution passed by American Asso- 
ciation of University Women, Fort Lauderdale, Florida, 
April 28, 1950: 

Whereas, The Women of the United States are not 
recognized as persons by the Constitutions of the 
United States and have no rights thereunder ; 


Therefore be it resolved, That the Fort Lauderdale 
Branch of the American Association of University 
Women endorse sthe Equal Rights Amendment now be- 
fore Congress of the United States and urges its imme- 
diate passage without the Hayden rider. 


INDIANA—The General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs of Indiana on April 5, 1950 went on record as 
supporting the Equal Rights Amendment which reads: 


“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or by any State on 
account of sex. 


“Congress and the several States shall have power, 
within their respective jurisdictions, to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation.” 


We urgently request that this measure, H. J. Res. 
68, sponsored by Rep. Katharine St. George, be re- 
ported favorably without riders to the full Committee. 


OHIO—The Ohio State Branch celebrated the Cen- 
tennial of the first Woman’s Rights Convention in 
Ohio and the first State Convention to follow the Seneca 
Falls Meeting on April 19-20 at Salem, Ohio. The meet- 
ing was held in the City Hall where they re-affirmed the 
resolution that was passed at the WOMAN’S RIGHTS 
CONVENTION of 100 years ago, as follows: 


“Resolved that all rights are human rights, and per- 
tain to human beings without distinction of ‘sex, there- 
fore justice demands that all laws shall be made, not 
for man or for woman, but for mankind, and that the 
—_ “eg protection be afforded to the one sex as to 
the other.” 


Clara Snell Wolfe, State Chairman of Ohio, explained 
that as the first century of women’s efforts for equality 
is finishing, the United States Congress has still before 
it a proposal for an Equal Rights Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. She said, “We are 
here to honor the pioneers and to renew our devotion 
to the cause which they outlined so long ago. The peti- 
tions signed through the efforts of these early pioneer 
feminists of Ohio showed 7,901 signers for equal rights 
and for suffrage 2, 106.” 

Ernestine Breisch Powell of Worthington contrasted 
the legal status of women of 1850 with that of 1950. 


The Columbus Branch of the National Woman’s 
Party was entertained on April 13 at the home of Mrs. 
Howard L. Bevis, wife of the President of Ohio State 
University, with a tea honoring Dr. Agnes E. Wells, 
National President of the National Woman’s Party. In 
the receiving line with Mrs. Bevis were Dr. May Alice 
Price, Chairman of the Columbus Branch; Mrs. Chris- 
tine Conaway, Dean of Women, Ohio State University ;

The National Council of the National Woman’s 
Party, meeting at Headquarters on May 21, passed the 
following Resolution unanimously : 


WHEREAS: A thoughly organized branch of 
the National Woman’s Party in every state is 
highly desirable, and 


WHEREAS: Organization throughout the 
states is essential for passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment and achievement of the 
program of the National Woman’s Party, 


‘ THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the 
National Chairman and the National Organ- 
ization Chairman be authorized to appoint the 
needed State Officers and Board of Directors, 
in states where there is not organization in 
the various Congressional Districts, these of- 
ficers and directors to serve during the first 
year of any state organization, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that each state 
organization shall adopt a Constitution and 
by-laws which shall be submitted to the Na- 
tional Council for approval.

Equal Rights Amendment. It is entitled ““A Look at 
Wisconsin Laws Affecting Women.” 

Mr. Rentz points out those instances where the adop- 
tion of the Equal Rights Amendment might make it 
necessary to change Wisconsin laws. 

Fortunately, Wisconsin, in 1921, passed the Equal 
Rights Law which did away with a great many in- 
equalities. Of those that remain on the books, Mr. 
Rentz says, “. .. a good many could be taken care of by 
extending to man, and justly, the same benefits now 
provided for women.” 

This summation of the adjustment of State Laws is 
a good piece of work for other States to copy concern- 
ing their own State Laws, as it will help immeasurably 
when time comes for ratification. 

Officials of the National Woman’s Party emphasize, 
however, to Wisconsin and the rest of the States, even 
if all the laws in all the States were made to apply to 
men and women alike, the women of the United States 
would still not be in the Constitution of the United 
States. The Constitution cannot be changed except by 
Amendment. Until the Equal Rights Amendment is 
duly passed by Congress and ratified by the States, 
women will not be in the Constitution, nor recognized 
by the Constitution as legal persons.

Then it was the time to vote. Country by country 
registered its wish. The United States abstained. 


Two days before the end of the session the vote on 
the Political Rights Convention was reconsidered and 
this time the United States representative voted “‘Yes.” 
She indicated however, that this vote would not bind 
her country in later action. But the recommendation 
for a Convention on Political Rights was adopted. The 
concluding paragraph read: 

“Considering that the Commission on the Status 
of Women has worked for four years on a detailed 
investigation of the position of women in various 
fields, and that sufficient information has already 
been presented clearly to reveal the discrimination 
against women in the political field, 


“The Commission requests the Secretary-General 
to prepare for submission to this Commission at its 
next session a draft convention on the granting to 
women of equal political rights with men.” 


Equal Nationality Convention 


Next came action on the Nationality of Women. 
America is proud to have been one of the leaders in this 
movement in 1933. Discussion was earnest and opin- 
ions somewhat divergent, but positive action resulted. 
After only a few hours’ discussion, the whole question 
of raising the status of women by means of a conven- 
tion, having been threshed out during consideration of 
the Political Rights Convention. The Commission 
voted, without opposition, to ask the Economic and 
Social Council to begin work on a Nationality Conven- 
tion embodying the principle that, “there shall be no 
distinction based on sex as regards nationality, in legis- 
lation or in practice.” 


The significance of these two Conventions may be 
better understood if the fact is recalled that the United 
Nations is, as history goes, a young organization, and 
has sponsored very few Conventions. Women should 
rejoice that two Conventions on the Rights of Women 
have been launched and are now on their way to adop- 
tion as United Nations Conventions. 


Equality on United Nations Staff 


The Commission also requested the Secretary- 
General, in the words of its resolution, “to examine the 
reasons why women have not yet been able ot take up 
more important positions in the Secretariat, and re- 
port thereon.” The Commission further invited the 
Secretary-General “‘to take the necessary steps to give 
promotion to qualified women staff members and to 
appoint more women to higher posts which they are 
competent to fill in order to secure equality between the 
sexes in the Secretariat and thereby assure more fully 
the participation of women in all capacities in United 
Nations organs.” 


The Commission then discussed its objectives and 
indicated the program of work for the coming year, in- 
cluding anticipated action on the Conventions discussed 
above, public and private laws as they relate to women, 
equal pay for equal work, and the opening of educa- 
tional opportunities to women. ~ 


The Australian representative on the Commission, 
Miss Isabel McCorkindale, continued the efforts made 
by Mrs. Jessie Street of Australia, former member of 
the Commission, to raise the Commission’s Secretariat 
to the rank of a Division. 


At the close of the session, Mme. Menon was paid 
high tribute for her outstanding success as Chief of 
the Section of the Secretariat engaged in carrying on 
the work of the Status of Women Commission. She

She has power to hire 
and fire the police and fire chiefs and all department 
heads except the city treasurer, city clerk, and city 
attorney.

Equality in Western Germany 


Frau Frieda Walter from Frankfurt, Germany, on 
a mission to the U.S.A. Labor Dept., visited Headquar- 
ters for a short while last month. Among other things, 
she told us that Germany has equality of rights for 
men and women in its Constitution of the Western 
German Republic. But there are still many laws that 
have not been adjusted and made to apply alike to men 
and women. These laws German women are working 
to change. They have until 1953 to change these laws. 
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Equality in Minimum Wage Law 


The New Jersey legislature has reenacted the mini- 
mum-wage law of that State to make it applicable to 
all-workers, instead of only to women and minors as 
formerly. This legislation has the approval of both 
Houses. It substitutes throughout the measure the 
words “any person” for the words “a woman or minor.” 
(Chap. 12, Laws of 1950.) 

This measure is especially interesting as it is part 
of the adjustment of State legislation necessary after 
giving equal rights to women of the State. It is an 
example of the action all State legislatures would prob- 
ably take after ratification of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States.

Notes From Britain 


Lord Pethick-Lawrence of the English House of 
Peers made another plea that women be permitted to 
become members of that body. The work of Lady 
Pethick-Lawrence in suffrage and now in the World 
Woman’s Party is well known. Lord Pethick Lawrence 
pointed out that the father of his present colleague in 
this proposal had argued that he be jailed for his 
“inciting” in the suffrage days; he stated that stronger 
arguments than ever now prevailed for women’s place 
in any deliberative body. He stated further that for 
thirty years women had been in the House of Commons. 
“I would put it to him (the opposition) that the real 
objection to the acknowledgement of full equality be- | 
tween the sexes is not now and never was, mainly a 
matter of reason: it was an instinctive objection of 
men, who for the most part in their dealings with wo- 
men are on an emotional plane, to admit that they 
could be coadjutors in an intellectual and administra- 
tive capacity. ... Therefore, I say this. I think women 
have been put off long enough in the matter of this 
reform. ... When I was campaigning with the wo- 
men’s suffrage movement we used to put forward this 
slogan from ‘Through the Looking Glass’ on the prom- 
ises that were made: ‘It is always jam tomorrow, but 
never jam today.’ ” 


District of Columbia—Two meetings were held in 
May, in a drive for new members. On May 10 the 
Lovette Women’s Choral Club gave an excellent pro- 
gram of classical, traditional and popular songs. Miss 
Jessie Blaine, 3rd Vice Chairman of the D. C. Branch, 
is President of the Choral Club. On May 18 the well- 
known Washington florist, Mr. Blackistone, lectured 
and gave a demonstration of flower arrangement. Many 
guests of members enjoyed both of these occasions, and 
the short talks on Equal Rights which followed them. 


A Resolution 


By the Discussion Group of Mt. Vernon Methodist 
Church, Washington, D. C., April 2, 1950 


Whereas, We hold that the rights of citizenship under 
our Constitution are the inalienable rights of human 
beings; and 


Whereas, The great tradition of our American way of 
life has been equality of rights under the law; 


We, The assembled members of the Forum of the Mt. 
Vernon Place Methodist Church, do hereby acknow]l- 
edge that the foregoing rights and birthrights are 
denied, in part or in whole, to the women of this 
country through the technicality of the law; and 


Do Also Hereby Acknowledge, That only through pas- 
sage of a Constitutional amendment will women be- 
come entitled to the rights and privileges of full citi- 
zenship, as here-to-now enjoyed to their fullest extent | 
by the men of this country; and 


Do Hereby Reaffirm, Our faith in the precept that the 
individual liberties and rights of citizens should in- 
disputably belong to all Americans, regardless of sex; 


Therefore, We do express our wholehearted support of 
the proposed Constitutional amendment introduced 
in the Senate by Senator Guy M. Gillette of Iowa and 
in the House of Representatives by Katharine St. 
George of New York, known as the Equal Rights 
Amendment; and 


Do Hereby, Call upon the members of the House of 
Representatives to most speedily bring forth this 
proposed Amendment and submit it to the States for 
ratification without further delay.

Katherine Devereux Blake 

Katherine Devereux Blake, 91, a pioneer suffragist 
and noted educator, passed away in St. Louis on Febru- 
ary 2. Miss Blake was the daughter of Lillie Devereux 
Blake, early advocate of women’s rights, and president 
for many years of the National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association. Miss Blake carried the work of her 
mother into the education field, campaigning success- 
fully for equal pay for women teachers. In 1943 she 
ublished a biography of her mother, “Champion of 
omen.” A teacher in the New York City public 
schools for 51 years, she was the first woman treasurer 
of the NEA and one of the 19 American educators 
accompanying John Dewey on his official trip to Russia 
in 1928. She accompanied Jane Addams to the Peace 
Conference at The Hague in 1915, and repeatedly at- 
tended the League of Nations sessions in Geneva as a 
newspaper correspondent. (Her mother had been the 
first woman newspaper correspondent.) Miss Blake, 
an accomplished speaker, last spoke in Washington on 
her eighty-fifth birthday, on behalf of the National 

Womans Party. E.H.B. 


Alice Stone Blackwell 

Another noted pioneer in the woman’s suffrage move- 
ment, Alice Stone Blackwell, 92, died at her home in 
Cambridge, Mass., March 15. Miss Blackwell was the 
daughter of Lucy Stone Blackwell, an international 
leader in the fight for woman’s rights. Her father 
was an active abolitionist. Her family organized the 
Massachusetts Woman Suffrage Association in 1870 
and founded The Woman’s Journal. Miss Blackwell 
was Editor-in-Chief of the Journal when it was con- 
solidated in 1917 with The Woman Voter, published by 
the National American Woman Suffrage Association. 
In 1930 Miss Blackwell published a biography of her 
mother, “Lucy Stone, Pioneer of Woman’s Rights.” 
Her mother converted Susan B. Anthony and Julia 
Ward Howe to the equal suffrage cause, and was the 
first married woman to keep her own name. In carry- 
ing on her mother’s work, Miss Blackwell was Record- 
ing Secretary of the National Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion for 20 years, and was a former president of the 


N ew England and Massachusetts Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation. E.H.B. 


Mrs. Karl W. Greene 
_Mrs. Karl W. Greene, beloved member of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party for many years, passed away in 
Washington May 22. She and her husband returned 
from Hawaii about six months ago where they had 
been living for the past six years. As Chairman of 
the New Mexico Branch of the National Woman’s 
Party, Mrs. Greene will long be remembered as a Coun- 
cil Member who could always be counted on to lend a 
hand when it was needed. Living for a while in New 
Mexico, she converted her Senators and Congressmen 
to the equality movement. Living in the District of 
Columbia, as Chairman of House Decorations, she kept 
the Headquarters beautifully ornamented with her 
home-grown blossoms. In Hawaii she organized the 
Hawaiian Branch of the National Woman’s Party. Al- 
ways she could be counted on for her keen and intelli- 
ong interest in the Woman movement. We shall miss 
er. 


Lois Pierce Hughes 


The New York City Committee sends us word of the 
death of Mrs. Lois Pierce Hughes of New York City, 
member of the National Woman’s Party and prominent 
business woman. Mrs. Hughes was one of those who 
took an active part in the National Woman’s Party 
work for the Equal Rights Amendment from the time 
it was first introduced in Congress.
